T is hardly poſſible, amidſt the din of arms, to attend 
to every neceſſary act of beneficence z and the blan- 
 aifhments of peace are apt to divert our thoughts from 
thoſe objects which more peculiarly belong to war. Ex- 
perience is the great parent of knowledge; and the obſer- 


vation of familiar incidents, with the common events of 


things, has ever proved moſt effectual towards promoting the 
happineſs, or preventing the miſeries of mankind, = 

2. Ir is now only ten months ſince the inſtitution of the 
MARINE Socizrr, the progreſs and utility of which 
have rendered it a favourite object of many great and good 
men. The imputation of novelty, and the difficulties of 
carrying the deſign into execution being removed, the So- 
CIETY can with the more propriety communicate the reſult 


of their enterprize,and recommend it with the * con- 


fidence. 


3. Wx are now called upon to exert ourſelves, not 


merely to guard theſe fertile fields, nor yet to preſerve our 


Haile Jus but in defence of the honor and felicity of 
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our Sovereign, with the ſupport of our happy conflitu- 
tion. Reaſon and experience urge; Heaven itſelf impor- 
tunes us to convert our luxury and vanity, our puerility and 
effeminacy, into pious, manly, and martial labors, 

4. In the mean while it is a ſelf-evident propoſition, that 
a puiſſant State depending on Trade, muſt have naval ar- 


maments proportionably ſtrong to defend it againſt a form- | 


idable neighbor. Nunce is not leſs ambitious of accumu- 


lating wealth, than of ſhining in arms. The various arts 
ſhe continually employs to depreſs us, even by her naval 
ſtrength, ought to inſpire us with reſolution ; for if we 


Number, if we are not rouſed at the alarm, it is moſt appa- 


rent, that we ſhall be obliged to yield up thoſe advantages 
for which our fathers have ſo often bled, and bid a long 
2 . to all our glory! 


5. Bur the manning of great fleets, upon emergencies, 
and the methods hitherto employed for this purpoſe, have 


been attended with great inconveniencies and difficulties, If 1 
theſe could happily be removed, the naval power of Britam | 


might awe the world; and her dominion at ſea be ſo well 


| eſtabliſhed, as hardly to be ſhaken. by any potentate on earth. 


6. GRANTING all deſerved honor to every military man, 
-when we conſider the different elements of land and water, 1 
we immediately diſcover, that the common ſoldier may be 3 ] 
more eaſily formed than the common ſailor. To which we 


muſt add this further difference, that if all our ſeamen were 


enſployed in war, the ſource of our riches, as derived from 
commerce, would be cut off, and the finews of war itſelf 


| zwould be broken, It is alſo obvious that /andmen mult be 


 feaſincd,

| ſeaſoned, as well as diſciplined; they muſt be the ſport of 


winds and waves, before they can become able mariner. 

7. Hence we are naturally led to the conſideration of 
the beſt method of breeding up a race of ſeamen. And here 
it is alſo obvious, if the children of the poor are ſent to ſea 
before their conſtitutions and turn of mind are formed, they 
will be habituated to a ſea-life, and theduties of a ſhip will be- 


come much leſs perilous, as well as leſs toilſome, to them, 


than it is to any others. 
8. By the regulations of the Real 3 the number 


| of lads and boys, required as ſervants, are about fhres thou- 
ſand, to forty thouſand men. Of theſe three thouſand, 


froe hundred may be reckoned to grow up and ſerve as re- 
cruits for the Navy the fir/? year; ſeven hundred the ſecond; * 
eigbt or nine hundred the third; and the remainder the 
fourth and fifth year. Thus, beſides the contingencies of 
war, and the common courſe of mortality, room is given, 
for a quick ſucceſſion: but there is no bounty, nor any na- 
tional encouragement, to induce boys to dedicate them 


ſelves to the ſervice, not even in time of war, when ſuch 
numbers of them are wanted. 


9. THe promoting this berigficial end, conſidered in a 
political view, is one great object of the MARINE Socte- | 
TY, that theſe young perſons may be ſent on board the 
KinG'? ſhips, as faſt as they can be received as ſervants to 
His Ma; JESTY' s Officers, taking all poſlible care that no 
ſon leaves his parents, in violation of filial obedience ; or 
deſerts his maſter, in breach of the obligations of civil ſo-

crety : and it is hoped 1 i care 2+ will be taken to breed them 
up as good chriftians, good fubjetts, and good mariners. | 
10. Iris alſo neceſſary for the welfare of the State, that 
a proper choice of theſe boys be made, with regard to their 
frame and conftitiition, that they may prove hardy ſtout 
men, dauntleſs, and full of vigor. But whilſt the Socr- 
ETY are attentive to the important concerns of war, they 
alſo endevor to ſupport the arts of peace, that Agriculture 
and Manufactures may not droop, nor Janguiſh. There- 
fore they ſeek for theſe young recruits among thoſe who are 
moſt deſtitute z children whoſe parents have not only left 
them in extreme poverty, but totally friendleſs, and expoſed 
to all the complicated miſeries which are _ diſgraceful to 
human nature. ; 1 
| 11, To feed the hungry, and t to clothe the nated, who 
are unable to ſupport themſelves, are virtues to which the 
favor of heaven is promiſed. The choice/? bleflings are an- 
nexed tothe ſeving a foul from death. but to reſcue um- 
1 bers of theſe young perſons from the jaws of perdition 0 
| breed them up to the knowledge of ſocial and religious du? 
| ties; to prevent their being diſturbers of the quiet enjay-

12. To enter minutely into ſo important a ſubjeR, one 
ought to ſee theſe boys: we ſhall find many of them in- 
fected with diſtempers, which are the frequent attendants 
of extreme poverty; many polluted with filth, and cover- 


5 | ed with rags, the very ſtench of which is peſtilential ; and 


very few who are not in diſtreſs, and calling loud for relief. 
Let us then review them, cured of theſe maladies; purified 
and rendered clean; drefſed in the moſt proper clothing, 
and made as new creatures; ſuch a fight cannot but create 
that heart-felt joy which is the trueſt characteriſtic of hu · 
manity, and moſt dignifies our nature. 


13. BRITISH BENEVOLENCE being thus united with 
native Britiſh fire, will diffuſe the genuine ſpirit of patrio- 
tiſm through theſe realms ; arid we may ſoon hope to ſee 
ſuch improvements in maritime affaits, as poſterity looking 
| back, will view with equal gratitude and applauſe, whilſt 
| they contemplate the ſolid motives which inſpired the peo- 
ple with ſo generous an ardor in defence of liberty! If we 
inſtruct theſe young perſons in the fear of God, and at the 
ſame time teach their hands to war, and their fingers to fight, 
in the great cauſe of their country, in the cauſe of real and 
ſubſtantial virtue, we ought to hope ſuch a conduct will 
= 4raw down the bleſſings of Hegven on this nation, and give 
us Victory over the Difturbers of mankind. 
14. Tnus has the Eftabliſhment of the Maxine So- 
CIETY, by ſo many reſpectable perſons, preſerving it under 


| their own immediate care and protection, erected a ſure 


aſylum and rendezvous for many miſerable objects, who, far 
from eating the bread of idleneſs, are ambitious of ep

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their lives for the common good. In this ſhort time there are 
already twelve hundred boys, chiefly collected in this Metro-

ftruction to the ignorant, with raiment and bedding proper 
for the ſea-ſervice, to' them all, as faſt as they could be 6 


ſent and received on board the Royal Navy, 5 3 
15. Bor boys are not the only ſubjects to whom the MA- 


RINE SOCIETY extend their benevolence ; they conſider al- 
* fo the greater importance of men fit for immediate action. 


There are many Landmen who enter into the ſea-ſervice, 


whoſe lives the SOCIETY are ambitious of being inftrumental 
in preſerving. Theſe are not under the deſcription of Soldiers, 
nor Marines; not entitled to the ſame bounty, nor the ſame | 


Wages as able ſeamen, and ignorant of the duties of a ſea- 


life. Therefore, conſidering the public ſervice in one en- 


larged view, at a time when ſeamen are ſo much wanted, 
_ theſe landmen appear to be the objects of this private bounty 
of clathing; ; and the men themſelves are moſt truly ſenſible 


not of the advantage only, as ſo much bounty, but alſo of 


Its great value in preſerving their health, 


16. To engage ſuch men the more readily to ſerve the 


Kino, the SOCIETY gives a complete clothing to as many of 
them as offer voluntarily; at once providing the means of 
| rendering their lives comfortable ; and by ſuch benign treat- 


ment, at their firſt ſetting out, ſecuring their moſt faithful, 
and moſt zealous ſervices to their King and Country, 

17. Ir is thus the calamities of war become light and 
eaſy. Death, let it come early or late, is not terrible to a 
brave

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brade man, but there are many evils and calamities in life 


under which we muſt drop if we are not ſupported. And if 
we can convert the dregs of the people, as well as the virtu- 
ous and moſt diſtinguiſbed, from their ſlavery to their ins and 
Jullies, to a due ſenſe of the joys of true liberty, and true re- 
ligion, we may hope thatmany, even of the worſt, will be re- 
corded as Heroes to poſterity. The practice of that important 
leſſon which teaches what man \ ſhould be to man, with regard | 
to the preſervation of life, leads ns alſo to the diſcharge of 
every other duty which can grace human nature, whilſt it renders 

the ſoldiers toil, however dreadful in itſelf, rather to be co- 
veted than avoided. The perſuaſion that he has engag ed 
defend thoſe, whom he knows to be his true friends and be- 
nefactors, will give him powers to which his heart might 


otherwiſe be a ſtranger, and his ardor under ſuch circum- 
5 fa nces will be the ſureſt earneſt of victory. 

18. TuxRx is yet another order of their fellow ſubjects, 
which calls forth and exerciſes the humanity of the Ma- 
RINE SOctETY. Many objects of real compaſſion offer, 

in caſes of petty delinquency, who are ſent on board the 

Tenders by the Civil Magiſtrates; many of theſe are detained 
as very proper perſons to ſerve the KING: raiment is given 

by the SocteTy to ſuch of theſe men as are in need, and to 

whom it is thought neceſſary for the preſervation of their 
lives. Thus the SOCIETY prevent the communicating to 
others, with whom the men muſt immediately intermix, 
thoſe infeftious flenches which are the conſtant companions of 

| filthy garments, eſpecially on board of ſhips. And expe- 
| rience has taught us, that the want of this precaution has 
been

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been often the apparent, or more latent ele, of great mor · 


tality in our ſhips. 

19. THE nnmber of the men clothed i fitted out by 
the SOCIETY, already amounts to one thouſand three hundred, 
and to all appearance will ſoon increaſe very conſiderably. 
The care with which the Socixrx enters into the circum- 


ſtances of every individual, to whom they extend their be- 
nevolence, makes them hope they ſhall be inſtrumental to 
ſome. augmentation of His MAIESTx's ſea- forces, whilſt 
the method which is taken to promote this end will do ho- 
nor to the character of the nation as a people renowned for 


their Humanity, 
20. HEAVEN does not diſplay 1 its power with greater Juſtre 


in the creation, than its mercy in the preſervation of man- 


kind; and thoſe who have been moſt diſtinguiſhed as Cap- 


tains and Leaders of Armies, have acquired their greatęſt 


Fame by the humanity they have ſhewn to their companions 


in the fortune of war. And indeed, what 1s all the pomp 
and parade of war, but ſolendid miſchief; noble defiruttion ; 


but as the object of it, is the /a fety, the comfort, the liber 


8 happineſs of mankind. 


» THE MakixzE SOCIETY are e morally certain, that 


by 5 aſſiſtance of Divine Providence, they ſhall be inſtru- 
mental in ſaving a great number of lives, at a time when 
it were happy if the land abounded more with men fit 


to bear arms; and if they only contribute to the eaſe 
and comfort of their fellow - ſubjects, they hope it will be 
acceptable in the ſight of Gop and the King. We ought

22. If there is a God who delights i in the happineſs of his 


creatures; if we believe in his particular as well as his ge- 


neral providence z if we depend on him who prefideth over 


the day of battle, he will certainly be mindful of us : if we 


do our duty to him, in a zealous concern for the welfare of 
each other, and ,partitularly for thoſe who ftand in need of 


and pive ſtrength to our arms, to ſubdue our enemies to 
a juſt ſenſe of national equity and reaſon. IR 
23. A work of ſuch an important nature cannot be 


carried on without ſome expence ; but this has been ſo well 
conducted, and executed with ſuch care, that nothing 
has been 1% or miſapplied : all has been done in love to our 


country, and for the ſervice of thoſe brave men who pro- 


feſs to fight our battles; and for ſuch poor boys as are in diſ- 
rg, or whoſe ſpirits lead them to try their fortunes at ſea. 


It is very evident from experience, that much good may be 
done at a moderate charge. | 


24. SEVERAL Noblemen and Gaben Citizens and 


Merchants, men of patriot ſpirits, have contributed li-

A conſtitution ſo amiable 
in itſelf, ſo much the admiration of all the nations of the 
world, certainly merits our wtmo/ vigilance and care. What · 
ever means therefore can be employed to ſuperſede, in any 
degree, the neceſſity which often ariſes in time of war, may 
de deemed worthy the higheſt attention of a free people. 
26. Every one muſt be ſenſible of this, whoſe heart 

burns with 2 zeal for the true glory of a KING, who rejoices 
in communicating thoſe ſolid pleaſures which ariſe from mu- 
tual love, and a common concern for the glorious cauſe of 


virtuous liberty ! 
27. TRE real love of a free people muſt ever prove the 


moſt invincible guard of the throne of their SOVEREIGN, 
and exalt it to its greateſt height: their #/a/ piety to him, 
is the only impregnable bulwark againſt his enemies; whilft 
His delight in their happineſs is the pure and uncorrupted 


fountain from whence his own will ſpring. 
28. Ux DER ſuch circumſtances we may yet hope to 
trace out ſome foot-ſteps of the Golden Age. By ſuch 
means every object will acquire a pleaſing aſpect. Virtue 
has charms to blunt the edge of national, 28 well as private 


misfortunes, and convert them into Slings, and not leſs to 
improve advantages. And war has no terrors to men, 
whoſe gratitude and aſfection make them eager to fly to the 
flandards, and chearfully riſk their lives in defence of a 
Prince, who is a Father to the wretched, and a real 
Friend and Parent to his people.

There is ſomething in this undertaking, that ſwells the 


mind with ideas of grandeur ; and yet it partakes of _ 


ſimplicity. It is attended with no circumſtance of pomp : 
Heclation of ſhow : no prejudice, parttality, or _—_ 


rell: — pride and vain- glory have done much greater things. 


If we examine, on what principles this SOCIETY acts, we 


find them to be juſt the ſame as thoſe which ſupport many 


other kinds of pious inflitutions, in theſe kingdoms : but 


chariti es are ſower in their operations, as deſigned to be 


continued, without any limitation of time; this, from the 


5 nature of i it, is as rapid in its progreſs as an army, which is 


to be diſbanded as ſoon as it has attained the end propoſed. 


This ſcheme of benevolence i is the more worthy of our pre- | 


| ſent care, becauſe it is ſo peculiarly adapted to the exigencies 
F war. the benefit is the greater to civil ſaciety, on this ac- 


count, for it relieves the diſtreſſes of individuals; the occa-

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ſion ſandtifees the work, and renders it the more highly, and 
the more eſſentially ſerviceable to the community, We may 
alſo venture to add, that it is one of the few things which 


is capable of being improved in due time to the higheſt na- 


tional advantage, by being rendered inſtrumental to the 
promotion of the arts of commerce whence naval ſtrength, 

for future wars, mult ariſe, | 
Ler the virtuous man then, whether he be opulent, or in 
leſs afuent circumſtances, truſt to that benign providence, 
on which his whole depends, He can at no time be ſo ſure, 
that his heart doth not deceive him, as when he parts with 
a little of his money, in the ſteady aſſurance that he ſhall 
make many the happier ; and let him rejoice, who has re- 
ſolution enough to retrench any idle, or unneceſſary expence, 
at ſuch a time as this, for the ſake of an object in which a 
whole people, and even future generations are intereſted ! 
— * By mercy and truth iniguity is purged. ” And if there 
is mercy in ſtore for thoſe who truly and devoutly ſeek to 
_= 2ppeaſe the wrath of heaven, and draw down bleſſings on a 
9 | ſinful generation of men, as all generations are, he who 
3 moſt abounds in acts of bene fience, may, upon the ſame ſo- 
lid principle, eſteem himſelf the moſt happy of men. But 
we are not to imagine that the moſt opulent are always able 
to afford the greateſt aſſiſtance to ſuch an enterprize. On 
the contrary, the condition in which a man is entangled by 
habits of expence, with a multiplicity of dependencies z or 
where the want of reſolution to do what he thinks right, pre- 
vails, he is rendered leſs wealthy in one ſenſe, than he 
whoſe 
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whoſe expences are very ſal TO his fein. be very 
marrow. 

Ir is likewiſe true, that ſplendor is apt to dazzle mens 
eyes; and thoſe who /ze but little of the miſery of life, are, 
upon that account, in danger of becoming ſo much the leſs 
mindful of it. But, whether a man be really in affluence, 


or only imagined to be ſo; whether he be a miſer, or real- 


ly poor; our fellow-ſubjects in general are too much en- 
Lighuened not to ſee the diſtreſs of great numbers of people, 


whoſe lives are of the utmoſt moment to us, ef] pecially at this 
time, whether ſuch diſtreſs is created by #hem/elves, or not. 
And though different objects of charity or policy interfere, 
and mens opinions differ, yet the cauſe of humanity will ever 
be found weighty in the ſcales of national juſtice : and that 


which common prudence requires to be done, in the great ar- 


ticle of ſaving of lives, can hardly be forbidden by any poli- 


tical prudence. Whilſt we behold ſuch /?rong proofs of chri- 
flian piety and munificence diſplayed' in every corner of this 
land, we mult hope for every thing that is truly great, and 
worthy of a civilized and ſagacious people. In the mean 


while, common ſenſe as well as ſe f-leve, will teach us to

WH cluded, that no bounty could be ſo proper as that which 
= would tend moſt to preſerve their lives, The advantage of 
. clean 
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clean nd uſeful elvtinig; ſuch as is ſuited to the fal on, the 
climate, and the duties of a ſea-life, appeared as a moſt pro- 
a per encouragement. If one conſiders attentively that the 
 - folicitude of the rich is chiefly employed about - delicate food 
and raiment, what have the poor to do more, than to provide 
the neceſſaries of life? The ſeaman who is happily put in a 
right method of having a ſufficient ſupply of proper clothes, 
is not in real want of any thing for himſelf ; food is pro- 
vided for him without any care of his own : but many a 
man, when he firſt went on board, either a tender or 
a ſhip of war, has been in no condition to ſtand the in- 
clemency of weather: from the raggedneſs of his gar- 
ments, he could not be pratectel from it; and from 
the filthineſs of then, he ought not to be admitted under 
ever in ſuch ſpace as is generally their lot to live in. 
Beſides it may be generally obſerved, that he who will 
have ſuch reſpect for his own perſon, as to waſh, himſelf 
when he has a clean ve/tment to put on, ill not take that 
pains when he has only a dirty one. And it is very natural 
to conclude, that the landman who ſets out, without any 
expence, and appears at once as a ſcaman, will learn the 
duty of oneiſo much the ſooner. Whatever the hardſhips 
of ſoldiers may be in laborious marches, inclement” ſeaſons, 
and noxious climates, they are ſeldom confined in great num- 
ders in a ſmall ſpace, ſo as to hurt each others health. By 
a part of marſhal diſcipline, they are obliged to be clean: 
but ſeamen are often circumſeribed in narrow bounds with 
wet garments, a change of apparel, and cleanlineſs in per-

we cannot think of making the leaſt abridgment of it. 
Non ought we to forget, that theſe boys being thus bred 
to the ſea, and their conſtitutions adapted to that element, 
when they grow up to manhood are much more valuable 
than a great part of thoſe of which great fleets, at the be- 
ginning of a war, are compoſed. One thouſand ſuch men may 
do more eſſential ſervice in long voyages, and winter cruizes, 
in keeping healthy themſelves, and in preventing ficbneſs 
amongſt others, than three times that number of the 
common run of men. They may alſo be naturally expected 
to excel in agility, whilſt their intrepidity grows up with 
their years. The active military turn of ſome of them, 
and their particular inclination to the fea, ought alſo to be 
conſidered. Some muſt be taught how to fight our battles, and 
navigate our ſhips, whilſt others carry on our trafic. As it is 
fortunate, that there are ſuch diſpoſitions, it is happy at this 
time, that there is ſuch a $0C1ETY, ſo well calculated to 
cheriſh them.

| You muſt be ſenſible that there i is as det A diverſity 
of opinions and nne among ſea-officers, as amongſt 
other orders of men. In proof of this, ſome inci- 
dents relating to our Society occur to my memory ; ſome 
officers having pleaded entirely for boys only, ſome for men 
only, whilſt others of greateſt experience, have ſent their do- 


nations, with the moſt liberal applauſe of the undertaking, 
with regard both to men and boys. . 


IF your friend the ſca-officer really means, that all the 
boys cloathed by the Marine Society, ſhould be “ placed 
on board colliers and merchant ſhips, he may as well ſay 
at once, No ſeamen ſhould be bred, from boys, on board the 
King's ſhips. - - All the world knows, that boys are ac- 
tually . as ſervants to the officers 3 and moreover, 
that they have their duty aſſigned them in time of action. 
When they reach the age of 15 or 16, they i in ſome mea. 
. ſure ſupply the place of men, eſpecially where men 
are wanted, which is generally the caſe in time of war. 
It is with ſeamanſhip as with other knowledge, it does not 


come by intuition; it muſt be learnt, and youth is the 
moſt proper time of life for learning it. But this is not 

all, a ſea life requires the conſtitution to be formed, _. 
adults do not make the compleateſt ſeamen. This your 

friend will acknowledge: but as to the breeding up boys en- 
tirely in the merchants ſervice, it is expecting too much of 
the merchants, and is not only contrary to their practice, 
but alſo to the conflitution of the navy ; ; and therefore a 
ſpeculation. not at all to the preſent purpoſe. Beſides, - 
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if this could be done, there would be one FE exception : 


to it, which is, that none make ſuch complete men of wars 


men, as boys who are bred up in the King's ſhips ; and

they ſtill continue. That God is not a Body, like unto us, 
nor ſubjeck unto any ſubh Frailties or Imperfections as we 
are: But that he is a Spirit, Eternal, without beginning or 
ending, melt holy, ju and true, met gracious and mer- 
ciful : That he knows a Things, can do all Things, and 


is preſent every where,” without being confined to any place. 1 


And although there neither i is nor can be more than one God, 


your the Unity of the Godhead, or Divine Nature, there 


are three diftinf? Perſins, of whom frequent mention Is 


made in the Holy Scriptures; and to each of whom both « 


Name, and Attributes of God are often aſcribed : The firſt 


of theſe Perſons is called the Father ; the ſecond the on, 5 


and ſometimes the Herd; and the third the Zi Ghoft, or 


Spirit. And this, in ſhort, is the meaning of what we call 


the doctrine of the Holy, Bleſſed, and Utidivided Trinity: 


Which is to be received and believed, becauſt Gd has made 


it known to us; but ought not to be curiouſly pried into, 


becauſe it is above our Underder/laniling to -coifprebend. —As 
long as we are here in the body, we ſee ſuch Thinps as theſe 
but as through a' Glaſs dasbiy; but when we ſhall be ad- 
vanced to the perfe State of the Bleſſed in Heaven, then 
we ſhall fee Face to Face; 1 even as alſo due are known,

To the firſt of theſe Perſons, namely to the Father, the 
Holy Scriptures do more immediately aſcribe the Work of 
creating the World by his Almighty Power, and of govern- 
ing and ordering i it, and all we heal in it, wy his 7 Pro- 
vidence. + 

As to the ſecond of theſe Perſons, who is called the Son, 
or the Word, we are taught to believe that he came down 
from Heaven, and took the Nature of Man upon him; and 
became Man for our Sake; like unto us in all Things, Sin 
only excepted : That he was.conceived by the Power of the 
Holy Spirit of God, in the womb of a pure Virgin, and born 
of her, whereby he became both God and Man in one Per- 
ſm, was called by the Name of Jeſus and Chri/t : And after 
he had lived a moſt pure and unſpotted Life, was falſly accu- 
ſed by the People of the ers before Pontius Pilate the 
Reman Governor, and was put to the ſhameful and painful 
Death of the Croſs : And that it might fully appear that 
he had ſuffered even unto Death, a Spear was thruſt into 
his Side while he was upon the Croſs ; and after his Body : 
Was taken down, it was laid in a Sepulchre, and continued 
there, without Life, until the third Day. 

Now that we may underſtand how we are concerned in this 
Matter, we muſt here take Notice, that the firſt Man and 


ning of the World, and from whom all Mankind are de- 
ſcended: This firſt Man and Woman, 1 ſay, ſoon after they 
„ Noere created, did commit a very great Sin, and highly of- 
fended Almighty God, in eating of the Fruit of that Tree, 
which God had poſitively and /ridly forbidden them to eat, 
under the Threatning of a very great Puniſhment. . By this 
din of theirs, their Nature became weakened and corrupted,

Woman, Adam and Eve, whom God created at the begin- Vo

and very much inclined to Sin and Wicketneſs.. And becauſe 
the Nature of the Children muſt needs be like to that of 
their Parents, the Corruption of the Nature of theſe two | 


Perſons, who were the common Parents of all M ankind, 
did communicate an univerſal Corruption of Nature to al | 
| their Poſterity ; by which all Mankind has ever fince been 
naturally inclined to do thoſe Things which God has forbia, 
and to leave undone thoſe Things which he has commanded; | 
Which Corruption of our Nature is what we e commonly call 
by the Name of Original Sin. 5 
And beſides this Original Sin, there is no Man "BN 
. Feſus Chriſt) who has lived to ſuch an Ape, as to be capable 
of governing and managing his own Actions; but what 
| has committed many actual Sins and Tranſgreflions 3 upon 
both which Accounts we are all by Nature, rendered unfit 
for, and uncapable of, that Eternal Happineſs which God 
had provided for us; and alſo are become expoſed to the 
Wrath of God, and to that E ternal Pun foment which his 
Juſtice has prepared for Sinners. 
This is the ſad and wretched Condition which all Man- 
kind, by Nature, are in, ever ſince the Sin of our firſt Pa. 
rents. But notwithſtanding that Man had thus brought 
bdimſelf into this evi State, yet God in his infinite Mer 
would not forſake, or wholly caſt him off; but was pleaſcl 
again to admit us all into a Capacity of being reſtored to 
bis Favour, and to that eternal Happineſs in the Life to com, 

of which our original and actual Sins had deprived us. And 
in order to this, he condeſcended to fend his Son into the 

World, to take our Nature upon him, and to become our 
| Readtemer : His Sufferings and Death being accepted of by 

God, as a Sacrifice and Propitiation for the Sins of the 
whole

ih World : For the Sake of which, and of his moſt holy 
and unſpotted Life, God has been pleaſed to promiſe Pardon 


and Acceptance to all * thoſe, who either before, or ſince 
Chris coming into the World, have, or ſhall embrace 
the true Faith, heartily - repent of their former Sins, and 


carefully lead their Lives according to the Laws and Com- 


mandments of God. And this which Feſus Chriſt has 
thus done and obtained for us, is commonly called by the 


Name of the Work of our Redemption. 


Furthermore, we are taught to believe that Jeſus Chrif 
after his Death did deſcend into Hell. But ſince God has 


not thought it neceſſary, in his Word, to give us a clear 
and diſtinct Account, either what Place is meant by Hell, 
or for what Reaſon Chriſt did deſcend thither, there is no 
Reaſon why we ſhould trouble ourſelves with any. curious 
ne into this Matter. 

And after it had fufficiently appeared, that Yeſus Chrift 


was truly dead; upon the third Day after his Death he roſe 
again to Life, appeared to his Apo//les, and very many of 


bis Diſciples, was ſeen and handled by them, and eat, 


drank, and conver/ed with them, for the Space of no lefs 


than forty Days (that im that Time they might have ſn eient | | 
Afﬀfitances of the Reality of his Reſurrection) aſter which, 


in the Sight of a Multitude of them, be was openly taken 


up; and aſconded into Heaven, where he remains in the 
higheſt Glory, which is calFd fitting at the Right Hand of 
God; where he continues for * te to make Furenn 
mb God for u. 
Concerning the third Perſon in the holy Trinity, who 


is called the Holy Ghoft, or Holy Spirit, becauſe he works 


Holineſs in us, we are taught to believe that, ſoon after

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Chrift's Aſcenſion into Heaven, the Holy Gheſt, being 


ſent by the Father and the Son, and coming. forth from 
them, did in a wonderful Manner deſcend upon the 4þoſ- 
tles and Diſciples of Chriſt; enlightening their Minds, 
and opening their Underſtandings, that they might under- 
ſtand the holy Scriptures, and know the Will of God; 
| giving them Gifts and | Abilities to teach and preach the 
Goſpel with Truth and Power ; and enabling them to 
- ſpeak all Sorts of Languages, that they might inſtruct all 
the ſeveral Nations and People of the World; and giving 
them Power to work Miracles, for the better confirming 
thoſe Things which they taught and preached. _ 
Now although the Miniſters and Preachers of the Goſpel 
do not appear in theſe Days to be endowed with the ſame 
miraculous Gifts and Abilities as the Apoſtles were (there 
being other ſufficient Means for the Inſtruction of the Peo- 
ple, and Confirmation of the true Faith and Religion) yet 
we are aſſured, that where any Man in an honeſt and 
lawful Way, endeavours with Sincerity and Diligence to 
improve his Underſtanding, and increaſe his Knowledge, 


in the Things that relate to God and Religion, for the 


Good both of himſelf and others; the holy Spirit of God 


will not pe wanting to ſuch a Man, but will aſſiſt his pious 


and honeſt Endeavours, and will more and more enlighten 


his Mind, that he may grow and encreaſe in the Know- 
ledge of thoſe Things which are neceſſary both to his 


own, and others Salyation. And thus the Holy Ghoſt is 


the immediate Author and Worker of thoſe Gifts and

and embrace the true Faith, and baptized in the Name of 
the Father," Son, and Holy Ghe/t ; all theſe Perſons, I lay, 


together with their Children, are called by the Name of 


the Church of Chri/?. And as a King is the Head of his 


Kingdom, ſo is Chrift the King and Head of his Church:

| As there is a Covenant, that is to fay, a mutual Agreement 
or Promiſe made between a Huſband and his Wife, a 
Maſter and his Servant, a King and his People : 80 in like 
Manner, is there a Covenant made between God, in and 
through Jeſus Chriſt on the one Part, and the Church on 
the other. Every Member of the Church for his Part,

God for his Part has promiſed, for the Sake of Feſus Chrift,

we die, our Bodies do return to the Earth, out of which

Things which God has made known to Mankind in order 
to our Bzlief. The next Thing to be conſidered is, what 

| Grounds and Aſſurance we have, upon which we may, and 
ought to believe them. | 

And here in the fr: Place, [ſas of theſe Things 
are to be believed, becauſe we are aſſured of them by our 
| own Reaſon and Underſtanding. Thus for Example, our 
own Reaſon informs us, that the World was made and 
framed by Almighty God, becauſe we ſee fo much Order, 
Beauty, and Uſefulneſs, in the whale, and every Part of it: 
That God is Eternal, moſ# Wiſe, Good, Fuſt, Powerful, 
aud Perſect, becauſe he is the firſi Cauſe of all Things -

That good Men ſhall be rewarded, and wicked Men pu- 
niſhed, becauſe God is Good and Juſt, Wiſe and Powerful, 
and that theſe Rewards and Puniſbments ſhall be diſtributed 


in the Life which 1s to. come, becauſe we. very often ſee 


wicked Men proſperous, and good Men much afflicted, as 
long as they remain in this Life. Theſe, I ſay, and ſome 
ſuch Things as theſe are, abundantly taught us even by 
our Reaſon alone, and therefore ought to be received and 
believed, even tho God had not made them farther known 
unto us by any Revelation. | 


But, we have a farther ground to believe not only theſe, 
and ſuch like Things as were laſt mentioned, but alſo 
_ all:the reſt of thoſe Things of which I have been giving 


an account; and that is, becauſe they are plainly con- 


| tained in that Book which we commonly call the Holy. 
Scripture; to which Book we ought to give Credit, becauſe 


the Doctrine which is contained in that Part of it, which 


is called the New Teſlament, was confirmed not only by 
the Miracles and wonderful Works, but alſo by the Death 
and Sufferings of Feſus Chrift and his Apoſtles, and many 
of his Diſciples. And for the other Part of it, which is 

called the Old Teſtament, we ought to give the like Credit 


to that alſo, becauſe Jeſus Chriſt and his Apoſtles do ſo 


often in the New. Teftament. give Teſtimony of the 'Truth _ 
of it, and aſſure us, that it, as well as the New, was writ- 
ten by ad Men who were OY aid the * 2 of 


God.

I come now in hs ſecond Place, to thoſe Laws of God 
; which concern the Duty of every Man, towards himſelf:

To be moderate in Tating, ſober and temperate in Drint- 
ing; not waſting over much Time in Sleep or Idieneſi, or 


any Sort of Recreattons, much leſs in ſuch as are un/awfiul, 


Nut beſtowing much Coſt in Apparel or Furniture, or 
any other Thing which ſerves only to pleaſe our Fay,

at any Evil that befalls us, nor envying thoſe who ſeem to 
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of thoſe Creatures which God has given us, and thoſe 
Liberties which he has allowed us, as may tend moſt to 


his Glory, the Good of others, and the Health and Welfare 
both of our Souls and Bodies.

brief Account of that Duty which every Man, by Gods 


Law, is obliged to perform towards himſelf. 


And now, in the Third Place, for that OY which y we 
owe to all other Men. 


By the Laws of God, we are obl dige to love all Men 


whatſoever (whether they are Poor or Rich, Low or High, 


Friends, Strangers, or Enemies) altho' not altogether as 
well, yet as truly and ſincerely, without any Fraud or Diſji- 


mulation, as we love ourſelves; and this our Love mult 
never fail to be ſhewn, by our hearty Prayers for the Welfare 


of every Man, and our ſincere Endeavours to prevent his 


| Hurt, and promote his Good, as far as we have Ability and 
Opportunity for it; always remembring and taking Care, 


that in our doing Good unto one Man, we do not offer 
any Injury, or neglect any Part of that Duty which we 


owe unto another; but doing unto every Man, as we ſhould 
judge it to be reaſonable and conſcionable for us to expect and 


defire that they ſhould do wo us, if we were in their Caſe 
and Condition. L 165 wt 


We muſt neither take away nor detain from any other 


= Man, any Thing which is his lawful Right ; > but what- 


ſoever is fairly due to him, either by the Laws of God, or 
thoſe of the Land, or by any lawful Promiſe or Agreement 
made to or with him, muſt freely and readily be rendered to 
him, without putting bim to the Trouble of 2 or con- 
tending for it: 1 TH 


[The 
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The Life of no Man muſt be taken away (except by 


the lawful Authority of the Magiſtrate, or in one's own- 
juſt and neceſſary Defence) nor muſt his Body be maimed 
or hurt, or his good Name injured or leſſened, either by, 


raiſing or helping to ſpread any falſe or ill- grounded Reports 


concerning him, or by publiſhing his Faults or Failings, 
except in Juſtice and Charity to others we become bound to 
do it: But on the contrary, we muſt be ready, as we have 
Opportunity, to contribute what in us lies, to preferve the 
Life, and Health, and good Name, as well as the Goods and 
Eſtate of our Neighbour, if they appear to be in Danger, 
either by any Accident, or, by the malicious Deſign of 
another- againſt them: We muſt not tempt or allure, or by 
our evil Example encourage other Men to commit Sin; 
but as we may conveniently, we muſt 2 e re- 


prove, and exhort them for their Souls Good: 


Nor may we deceive any Man by falſe or epuivocaring | 
Speeches, or by breaking ſuch Promiſes as we have made 
to him; but muſt be true, faithful, and ſincere in all our 


Converſation and Dealing with all Men. 


Thoſe who are Poor, or in any Diſtreſs or b we 
are bound, to the beſt of our Power, to relieve, help, and 
comfort ; and altho* Malefactors may and muſt be puniſhed 
for the public Good, for a Terror to others, and for the 
ſaving and protecting the Lives, Eſtates, and good Names 
of honeſt Men, yet nothing of this Nature muſt be done 
either out of private Hatred or Reſentment, or with greater 
Cruelty or Severity than what the Law requires, and is 


neceſſary for the true End for which ſuch Panifliments 
uy or ought, to be always deſigned. 
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They who are under Errors as to Matters of Religion, 
are to be argued with, and pirſuaded for their Soul's good, 
in the mildeſt and moſt gentle Manner; nor ſhould any 
Hat. or Anger, Railing or Raviling, be made uſe of againſt 
the greateſt Hereticks or Schiſmaticks; neither ought any 
Man to be perſecuted or puniſhed by the Civil Power, 
barely for his Miſtatet in Matters of Doctrine, provided 
that he be peaceable, and his Practice good, and that he 
neither attempts nor teaches any. thing which tends to the 
diſturbing of the State, or to * n of the Morals 
of the People. 

They who without any juſt Cauſe are public 3 
to the State, (whether they are foreign Foes or domeſtick 
Rebels) may be reſiſted, and under the Commiſſion. 1 law 
ful Authority, ſubdued by Force of Arms. 
If a private Enemy unlawfully aſſaults, or any way e en- 
deavours to injure a Man in his Perſon, Goods, or good 
Name, it is lawful for the Perſon who is thus aſſaulted or 


injured to ſtand up in his own Defence, as far as the Juſtice 
and Exigence of his Caſe requires. But when we have 


thus done all that is neceſſary, or that we are able-honeſtly 
to do,' for the Preſervation of ourſelves or the Publick, we 
«+ muſt not proceed farther out of Hatred or Malice, to do 


any Thing merely to vex, or grieve, or hurt, even the 


greateſt and moſt implacable Enemies: But on the contrary, 
having ſo ſecured ourſelves, as that they can do us no 
Hurt, we muſt always be ready to do them all Manner of 


Ocod that is conſiſtent with our own neceſſary Sofety, and 


with that Duty which we owe to the reſt of Mankind. 
Ae muſt love their Wives with 2. moſt tender 
Aﬀedtion; 
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| Aﬀeetion ; of which they muſt give all the Proof they can 
in all their Actions: And Mues muſt in like Manner love, 
and alſo be obedient to their Huſbands, and each of them 
muſt be ſtrictly ju? and faithful to the other in all Things. 

Parents muſt honefily endeavour to provide for their Chil. 


dren, and 10 teach and breed them up in ſuch a manner Gs 


may be bet, both for their Souls and Bodies, diligently and ten- 
derly watching over them, to keep them from all Harm, coun+ 


tenancing and encouraging them in every Thing that is good; 


and reproving, and ſometimes correct: ng them, but without 
Bitterneſs or Paſi on, when — find them given to any .

Maſters and Mijireſſes muſt be juſt and merciful to their | 
Wert, and Servants muſt behave themſelves not onlß 
with Faithfulneſs and Diligence, but alſo with Obediente and 8 


Reſpect towards their Maſters and Miſtreſſes. 


The Paffors and Miniſters of God's Church not; be 
exemplary i in their Lives, diligent and induſtrious in their 
Teaching and Preaching of wholeſome and uſeful Doctrine, 
and adminiſtring and diſpenſing of all the Ordinances of 
God, that they may, as much as in them lies, promote 
the Salvation of the Souls that are committed: f to their 


Cams: Ts 


And the People, on the other Hand, muſt pay a Reſpect 
to their Paſtors and Miniſters, for their Work and Func- 
tion's Sake; giving as conſtant and reverend Attendance 
as they can upon all holy Offices, and carefully bearkening 
to, and putting in Practice, all ſuch wholeſome Directions 
and [nſtrufions, as they do or ſhall receive from them. 
And laſtly, all Magiſtrates and Ruters, in their ſeveral

(a). 
Stations, muſt govern the People that are under them, - ae« 
cording to the Laws and Conſtitutions of the Land, admi- 
niſtring Juſtice with Diligence and Diſpateh, and without 
Fear, Favour, or Affection, of, or to any Man ; always 
tempering (as much as in them lies) the Rigour and Seve- 
ri of Human Laws, with that Equity, Moderation, and 
Mercy, that the Law of C requires, and is . 
with the Publick Good. 
And the People, on the other Hand, ma MIOK them- 
ſelves towards their Rulers with Honour and Reverence to 
their Perſons, and Submiſſion and Obedience to their lawful 
Authority, making Conſcience of performing whatever the 
Law of the Land requires, except it ſhould ſo fall out, that 
. ſomething is thereby commanded, which is eyidently con- 
| trary to God's Law : There being nothing elſe that can 
_ excuſe a Subject from giving Obedience to the Laws and 
Conſtitutions of that Government under which he lives, ex- 
cept he can make it appear, that G himſelf. requires the 
contrary from him. 

And thus I have done with the FREE Thing which God 
requires from us, which is, Obedience to thoſe Laws or 
Rules that he has given us. I come-now to the third and 
laſt Thing that God requires from us, and that is Repent- 
ance; which, although it may be reckoned as a Part 
of our Obedience, becauſe it is a Thing cammanded by God, 
yet ſince it has an equal Relation to every ane of the Di- 
vine Laws, of which I have been giving an Account, I 
thought it might not be improper to reſerye it here to be 
Ipaken of in the aſt Place. 3 

Now, when a Man has vente any of the Laws of 

| God 
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| Gid, and thereby ends hümſelf liable to his 7/rath nd 
eternal Damnation ; the firſt Step that he muſt take, in 
order to Reæpentance and Necinciliation with him, is to be 
truly  ſorrowful for his Sins, whereby he has provoked 
ſo good and gracious, ſo juſt and powerful a God, and 
run himſelf into ſo great Danger. But the Truth. of this 
Sorrow is not to be judged of by the Violence or Pa ſſionate- 
neſs of it; but that Man who has ſuch a due Senſe of his 
Sins, as to be effectually moved thereby to forſake and 
amend them : He, and he only, can be ſaid to be zruly and 
; acceptably ſorrowful for them. 

Now this Sorrow for Sin muſt, | in the next Place, 
move him to make an humble Acknowledgment and Con- 
| feſſim of them to God: And that he may the better per- 
form this, it 1s neceſſary that he often examine his own 
Conſcience, and endeavour to bring his Sins to his Remem- | 
brance. | 
And at the ſame Time when he confeſſes his Sins, he 
muſt alſo humbly beg God's Pardon for them for the Sake 
of Jeſus Chriſt, who died for us; and muſt put on ſerious 
and ſtedſaſt Reſolutions, that he will amend them, and lead 
a better Life for the Time to come: And that if he has 
done any Wrong in Word or Deed to any other Man what- 
ſoeyer, he will make Reparation and n.. to him, 
to the beſt of his Power. 

And to conclude all, he muſt ſtrictly "ED and fulfil theſe 
Reſolutions when he has made them ; - or elſe all that has 
gone before will ſignify nothing. For indeed Reformation 
or Amendment of Life is the only Thing that completes and 

makes up the true Nature of Repontance.
